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Back-to-school 
noise complaints 
down 30%: Police 

partying The number of 
noise complaints during 
the first month of back to 
school has dropped by 30 
per cent this year 
compared to four years 
ago, Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice say. 

“We’re very happy with 
how things went this 
year,” police spokesman 
Const. Brian Palmeter said 
yesterday of the force’s 
Operation Fall Back, an an¬ 
nual response to concerns 
about loud parties caused 
by post-secondary 
students in September. 
“The message is getting 
out.” 

However, he said, with a 
zero tolerance policy the 
number of tickets officers 
handed out during the an¬ 
nual campaign have gone 
up, with a total of 294 
written up “for noise, alco¬ 
hol and motor vehicle vio¬ 
lations.” 

That includes 152 tick¬ 
ets for illegal possession of 
alcohol, 43 each for noise- 
related offences and 
underage drinking, 29 for 
being intoxicated in pub¬ 
lic, 22 for motor vehicle 
infractions and five for lit¬ 
tering.

Wilcox to spend four years in 
jail, discharged from military 
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death A soldier who shot 
his friend dead in 
Afghanistan during “horse¬ 
play” with firearms violat¬ 
ed the trust of his col¬ 
leagues, a militaiy judge 
said yesterday before dis¬ 
missing Matthew Wilcox 
from the militaiy and sen¬ 
tencing him to four years 
in prison. 

Cmdr. Peter Lamont said 
Wilcox’s carelessness had 
a fatal result for Cpl. Kevin 
Megeney, a Stellarton na¬ 
tive who died after his 
tentmate fired a bullet 
through his chest on 
March 6, 2007.

The sentencing of 
Wilcox is the most serious 
for courts martial that 
have been completed for 
incidents that have oc¬ 
curred in Afghanistan. 

In explaining his deci¬ 
sion, Lamont indicated the 
conduct of the offender 
was part of a pattern of 
negligence that began with 
his failure to unload his 


firearm after he finished 
his guard shift at the Kan¬ 
dahar militaiy base. 

“He violated (the) trust 
of his colleagues,” Lamont 
said. “He was highly 
trained ... and in this peri¬ 
od he wilfully ignored in¬ 
structions.” 

The 24-year-old former 
corporal from Glace Bay 
was convicted in July of 
criminal negligence caus¬ 
ing death and neglect of 
duty in the death of 
Megeney at Kandahar Air¬ 
field after a nine-week trial 
attended by both families.

Child porn 
charges for 
N.S. bishop 

Photos allegedly found on 
laptop by customs officers 


A bishop based in Nova 
Scotia has been charged 
with possessing and 
importing child pornogra¬ 
phy, just weeks after his 
diocese reached a $i5-mil- 
lion settlement with peo¬ 
ple who said they were 
abused by priests as 
children. 

Raymond Lahey, 69, re¬ 
signed from his post with 
the Roman Catholic 
diocese of Antigo- 
nish on the week¬ 
end before news of 
his arrest became 
public knowledge 
yesterday. 

Police say Lahey 
was sent for a sec- Raymond 
ondary examination Lahey 
at the Ottawa air¬ 
port as he was returning 
from a foreign country on 
Sept. 15. Ottawa police said 
in a news release that bor¬ 
der services searched his 
laptop and “found images 
... that were of concern.” 
The laptop and other me¬ 
dia devices were seized. 

“The forensic examina¬ 
tion of the computer and 
media later revealed child 
pornography,” the release 
says. 

He was released at the 
airport pending further in¬ 
vestigations. Police say a 
warrant was issued for La¬ 
hey’s arrest when charges 
were laid on Friday. 

Anthony Mancini, the 


Archbishop of Halifax, said 
he spoke briefly with La¬ 
hey by phone yesterday af¬ 
ter learning of the charges 
through the media, but he 
doesn’t know where he is. 

Father Paul Abbass, a 
spokesman for the Arch¬ 
diocese of Antigonish, said 
he learned of the charges 
from media reports and 
hadn’t been told about the 
charges before the 
bishop resigned Sat¬ 
urday. 

“I’m sad, I’m 
shocked,” he said 
from Frenchvale, 
where he is the 
parish priest. “I 
think I’m mostly 
concerned about our 
people, about our 
priests, about our diocese.” 

In August, the bishop an¬ 
nounced a $ 15-million class 
action settlement involving 
sexual abuse in the Antigo¬ 
nish diocese that dated 
back to 1950. Lahey was 
not part of the case and had 
been in the diocese for only 
the last six years. 

Lahey, a native of New¬ 
foundland and Labrador 
who once served as a pro¬ 
fessor of theology at Me¬ 
morial University in St. 
John’s, informed his 
parishioners in a letter the 
same day he’d resigned “to 
take some much-needed 
time for personal renew¬

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Nova Scotia is ready to call 
in thousands of retired 
nurses in the event of a 
swine-flu spike, officials 
say. 

Health officials told a leg¬ 
islative committee yester¬ 
day the province is pre¬ 
pared for a new outbreak of 
the H1N1 virus. 

Their statements were in 
sharp contrast to an auditor 
general’s report from late 
July that said the province 
was ill-prepared and had in¬ 
adequate stockpiles. 

Yesterday, health officials 
said they’ve ordered $10.8 
million worth of medical 
supplies since then, includ¬ 
ing masks, ventilators, vac¬ 
cine and gloves. 

The province should be 
fully stocked by early No¬ 
vember. 

“We are going to have 
more than ample supply of 
vaccine. The challenge is

Nova Scotia needs mental 
health strategy: Advocates 

Mentally ill slip through cracks as system in chaos, say supporters

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Mental health advocates 
from various fields met in 
Province House yesterday 
to warn the system is in a 
state of chaos. 

They say mentally ill peo¬ 
ple are slipping through the 
cracks as outreach staff are 
too overburdened to keep 
up. But they said the first 
and most urgent step is 
cheap and easy to fix. 

Nova Scotia currently does 
not have a comprehensive 
mental health strategy. They 
said that needs to change 

“They are our family, our 
friends and our co-workers,” 
said Stephen Ayer, executive 
director of the Schizophre¬ 
nia Society of Nova Scotia. 

“As many people as I am 
able to help I know there are 
just as many who continue 
to suffer alone wondering 
what exactly is wrong with 
them, wondering if anybody 
can help. Sadly, some don’t 
survive. They die by suicide.” 

Ayer estimated 180,000 
Nova Scotians will battle 
mental illness at some point. 
But he said people still suffer 
in silence and shame be¬ 
cause of social stigma, while 
things like swine flu get 


swift government action. 

In the meantime they’ve 
taken new action to get the 
word out. Yesterday they an¬ 
nounced the website onein- 
five.ca, dedicated to raising 
awareness about mental 
health issues in Nova Scotia. 
The name comes from glob¬ 
al studies showing one in 
five people will deal with se¬ 


rious mental health issues at 
one point in their life. 

Along with information 
and personal testimonials, 
the site allows visitors to 
sign a petition and send let¬ 
ters to politicians urging the 
creation of an overarching 
strategy. 

Liberal MIA Diana 
Whalen, who helped organ¬ 


ize the event, has put for¬ 
ward a bill to create an advi¬ 
sory council on mental 
health made up of educa¬ 
tors, psychiatrists, mental 
health consumers and their 
family members. 

The council would advise 
government on how to best 
meet the mental health 
needs of the province.

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The rebuilding process for 
the Beaver Bank Kinsac 
Community Centre and 
volunteer tire department 
is under way, with shovels 
expected in the ground by 
this spring.

Deadly virus forces 
horse euthanization 


MOSQUITOS 

Horse owners 
may want to 
protect animals 
from mosqui¬ 
toes following 
the confirma¬ 
tion of a deadly 
virus in the 
province. 

A case of east¬ 
ern equine en¬ 
cephalitis, or 
EEE, has 
been found in 
a horse on the 
South Shore 
near Bridgewa¬ 
ter. 

The horse had 
to be euthanized 
after it displayed 
symptoms of odd 
behaviour, stag¬ 
gered walking 
and tremors. Some 
symptoms in horses 
have also been reported as 
pain similar to colic. A sec¬ 
ond horse in the area was 


also put down, however of¬ 
ficials have yet to receive 
test results from a lab in 
Ontario to confirm the 
virus. 

“We still consider it a 
concern,” said Rob Kerr, 
program veterinarian for 
the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, who said EEE affects 
the neurological system of 
a horse and almost always 
produces fatal results. 

Mosquitoes who have 
fed on infected birds and 
rodents are what spread 
the disease to horses. It is 
not spread by contact with 
other horses. 

Kerr said it is unknown 
whether the virus is limit¬ 
ed to parts of mainland No¬ 
va Scotia or if it is consid¬ 
ered more widespread. 

A vaccine is available for 
horses but it takes three 
weeks after the second in¬ 
oculation for horses to 
build an immunity to the

Tories play favourites 
with federal cash: MP 

New Democrat argues exclusion from information 


Opposition MPs say the 
Harper government is 
playing political games 
with federal stimulus 
funding by keeping them 
out of the loop — and the 
limelight — in their own 
ridings. 

New Democrat Linda 
Duncan and others say 
they may be getting their 
fair share of taxpayer-fund¬ 
ed projects, but they re¬ 
peatedly find themselves 
excluded from the flow of 
information and publicity. 

“It's become a political 
slush fund,” said Duncan, 
the lone opposition MP in 
Alberta, who reads the lo¬ 
cal paper to learn about 
which projects have won 
funding in her riding. 


Duncan said the flow of 
money seems to be OK, a 
comment trumpeted this 
week by Transport Minis¬ 
ter John Baird, facing criti¬ 
cism from the Liberals that 
the Conservatives are hog¬ 
ging too much of the stim¬ 
ulus money. But she said 
Baird was too quick to as¬ 
sume that her comments 
were a tacit approval of a 
process that has become 
highly politicized. 

“What he failed to men¬ 
tion is my displeasure with 
their failure, as a mini¬ 
mum courtesy, to inform 
me when approvals are 
given. (Meanwhile,) they 
are taking the Conserva¬ 
tive candidate to all the 
media announcement 


events.” 

The Conservatives are 
gunning for her riding. She 
won it by a narrow margin 
last election. 

Like other opposition 
MPs who barely beat their 
Tory opponents, she sees 
money coming her way, 
but she gets no credit for 
it.

Drugs deadlier 
than cars in 
some states 

u.s. Drug-related deaths 
outnumber those from mo¬ 
tor vehicle accidents in a 
growing number of U.S. 
states, according to new 
government data that high¬ 
light a shift in the top cause 
of deaths after disease and 
illness. 

Crashes still cost more 
lives nationwide, but state- 
by-state calculations show 
the rate of drug-induced 
deaths outpaced vehicle ac¬ 
cidents in 16 states in 2006, 
up from about a dozen 
states the year before and 
eight in 2003. 

Drug overdoses make up 
the vast majority of the 
drug-related deaths, and 
there was a sharp increase 
in fatalities tied to cocaine 
and to drugs known as opi¬ 
oid analgesics — including 
methadone, fentanyl, seda¬ 
tives and prescription 
painkillers like Vicodin and 
OxyContin. From 1999 to 
2006, death rates for opioid 
analgesics increased for 
every age group, the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention said.

A powerful earthquake 
that struck western Indone¬ 
sia triggered landslides and 
trapped thousands of peo¬ 
ple under collapsed build¬ 
ings — including two hos¬ 
pitals, officials said.

Polanski and polygamy: What the news tells us

What an instructive week in 
the news — two things are 
clear from reading the pa¬ 
pers: If you’re a Hollywood 
celebre who raped a child 
30 years ago, all is forgiven; 
and if you wed 25 women 
and say your religion com¬ 
mands it, no lawyer or judge 
in Canada will touch you. 

As Hollywoodites rush to 


defend director Roman 
Polanski, who is facing ex¬ 
tradition to the U.S. over a 
1977 rape of a 13-year-old 
girl, some egregious exam¬ 
ples of how our society 
views rape have come to the 
surface. Polanski’s sister-in- 
law Debra Tate called it a 
“consensual matter,” while 
Tom O’Neill — who has 
much to gain from the deba¬ 
cle as senior editor of In 
Touch Weekly — said, “It’s 
mind-boggling why they’re 
still pursuing this.” 

Oh, those dogged lawyers. 
Never mind that celebrities 
seem to be treated with a 
separate law book, or that 
Polanski pleaded guilty in 


the first place. 

Closer to home, B.C. 
courts threw out polygamy 
charges against fundamen¬ 
talist Mormon leaders Win¬ 
ston Blackmore and James 
Oler on grounds that former 
B.C. attorney general Wally 
Oppal had no jurisdiction to 
“shop around” for a prose¬ 
cutor willing to take on the 
case. 

From women who have 
left these “plural” mar¬ 
riages, we’ve learned about 
child brides married to men 
three times their age, 
women denied education 
and careers and threatened 
with death for wanting out. 
In short, women in polyga¬ 


mist communities are de¬ 
nied the freedom, equality 
and choice that ordinary 
women are afforded, which 
is why they must be protect¬ 
ed. 

This is how a misogynistic 
culture is fostered — when 
it’s condoned by society and 
squeezed through legal 
loopholes. No amount of 
brilliance exonerates a man 
for raping a child, nor can 
religion or faulty justice 
morally excuse men for tak¬ 
ing advantage of vulnerable 
women.

Economy stalls in July 


The Canadian economic 
recovery ran into a wall in 
July, stunning 
expectations and creating 
new doubts about just 
how long it will take for 
production and jobs to re¬ 
bound to pre-recession 
levels. 

Following a 0.1 per cent 
increase in economic 
growth in June that sig¬ 
nalled the end of the reces¬ 
sion, economists had been 
expecting a strong rebound 
in July of anywhere from 0.5 
to 0.7 per cent. 

And many of the early indi¬ 
cators were pointing in that 
direction, particularly the out- 


sized 5.5 per cent pop in man¬ 
ufacturing sales the agency 
has previously reported. 

Instead, the economy de¬ 
livered a goose egg — zero 
growth. 

“Okay, this is a shocker. 
We’re not talking about a 
shot across the bow of the 
optimists, this is more like a 
torpedo through the hull,” 
said economist Douglas 
Porter of BMO Capital Mar¬ 
kets. 

And it will send econo¬ 
mists and policy-makers 
scurrying back to the draw¬ 
ing board, Porter added, try¬ 
ing to figure out not only 
what went wrong with their 


computer projections, but 
also what the economy will 
do going forward. 

One scenario now clearly 
in play is that Canada will 
undergo a period of very 
slow growth, what analysts 
refer to as an L-shaped recov¬ 
ery.

When Cam Russell first 
met Konrad 

Abeltshauser, he had no 
idea what to expect 
from his new 
defenceman. 

All the Halifax Moose- 
heads head coach and 
general manager knew 
was that the six-foot-three 
German was one of the 
few players tall enough to 
look him square in the 
eye. 

“We’ll see (what we 
have) when we get him on 
the ice,” Russell said, of 
the player he selected 
28th overall in the Cana¬ 
dian Hockey League im¬ 
port draft in late June. 

Six games into the sea¬ 
son, Russell has quickly 
gotten an idea of what to 
expect from the 17-year- 
old. Abeltshauser not only 
looks his boss in the eye, 
he also logs top-pairing 
minutes, anchors the 
power play and produces 
offence. 

“He’s been our most 
consistent defenceman,” 
Russell said, perhaps be¬ 
ing generous to some of 
his veterans. “He’s proba¬ 
bly our best power-play 
guy and I like the way he 
plays.” 

Abeltshauser, a scoring 
star in the German junior 
ranks, is tied for second 
on the team with two 
goals and two assists in 
six games. Although he 
has a team-worst minus- 
12 and needs to be better 
defensively, he draws 
oohs and aahs from the 
Metro Centre crowd with 
his offensive skills and 
smarts. 

He couldn’t be happier 
with the role he’s been 
given. 

“I never expected to get 
this much ice time,” 
Abeltshauser said. “I 
wanted to play as much 
games as possible and 
play a good role on the 
team. But I’m happy with 
the way it is.” 

It has been a challenge 
adjusting to a new lan¬ 
guage and culture off the 
ice, but Abeltshauser said

Jim Balsillie might finally 
be giving up on his dream 
to own an NHL team. 

The Canadian billion¬ 
aire’s dogged pursuit of the 
Phoenix Coyotes appeared 
to end yesterday with a rul¬ 
ing in U.S. bankruptcy 
court. 

Even though judge Red- 
field T. Baum rejected bids 
from both the BlackBeriy 
boss and the NHL, he sug¬ 
gested the league’s offer 
could still be amended and 
essentially closed the door 
on Balsillie. 

That brought an end to a 
five-month process that 
saw the Canadian billion¬ 
aire spend an untold 
amount of money on legal 
fees and an aggressive pub¬ 


lic relations campaign. He 
launched a website, took 
out advertising and even 
brought on sponsors in sup¬ 
port of his bid to move the 
Coyotes north from the 
desert. 

None of it was enough to 
sway the court. 

“All I wanted was a fair 
chance to bring a seventh 
NHL team to Canada ... 
(and) I believe I got that 
chance,” Balsillie said in a 
statement. 

“I respect the court’s de¬ 
cision, and I will not be put¬ 


ting forward an appeal.” 

Yesterday’s court ruling 
does not close the book on 
the Coyotes’ ownership 
limbo. 

But in the end, the NHL 
got what it wanted all along 
— the ability to control the 
sale process for the money¬ 
losing franchise. And the 
ruling will probably set the 
scene for the league to fix 
its bid and then find a new 
ownership group to keep 
the franchise in Phoenix — 
at least for the time being.

D roperty taxes are 
due this week. I 
anticipate receiv¬ 
ing many calls 
next month from 
people asking why their 
mortgage payments have 
increased. 

The typical answer is the 
loan payment hasn’t 
changed but the property 
tax component has been 
adjusted. This stems from 
an inherent flaw in the 
system used by lenders to 
collect and pay taxes for 
their customers. 

Property taxes are paid 
to the city twice a year, in 
April and October. Howev¬ 
er, the average consumer 
doesn’t save and spend se¬ 
mi-annually. Rather, 


tax compo sma ll l oan 

nent isn’t 
paid immedi¬ 
ately to the city. Rather, it’s 
saved and the accumulated 
balance is used to pay the 
tax bill when it becomes 
due. 

For example, if property 
taxes are estimated to be 
$1,200 annually, the bank 
will collect $100 per 
month with the mortgage 
payment. This system is 
successful only if the 
amount collected over six 
months, $600, is equal to 
the taxes due. 

However, two situations 
will result in a shortfall. 
First, if a property was pur¬ 


chased or refinanced with¬ 
in the last six months, the 
lender will 
not have re¬ 
ceived or col¬ 
lected six pay¬ 
ments. Sec¬ 
ondly, if there 
is an increase 
in the as¬ 
sessed value, 
the lender’s 
estimate of 
the funds 
needed would 
be insuffi¬ 
cient to cover the in¬ 

creased taxes. 

Lenders will typically 
cover any shortfall to en¬ 
sure the tax bill is paid in 
full. The difference re¬ 

quired is treated like small 
loan to the homeowner 
and it is repaid over the 
next six months. As a re¬ 
sult of this extra amount 
owed to the lender, the tax 
component is adjusted and 
the customer’s regular pay¬ 
ment will increase.

Prepare for the inevitable guest: Old Man Winter 



There are many things you can do to prep your home for winter. 


A s sure as summer 
follows spring, 
winter will follow 
the fall. 

And when you live in a 
northern climate, you 
come to understand in a 
very fundamental way that 
you must prepare for the 
coming season. 

Around the house, that 
means you must batten 
down the hatches. There 
will be cold, and there will 
be wetness, whether it is 
rain, slush or snow, and all 
these things can damage 
property and must be kept 
out of your house. 

Ice, blowing winds and 
frigid temperatures have a 
way of making outdoor 


work nasty, so why not do 
the work now, while the 
conditions are still relative¬ 
ly pleasant? 

To heat your house effi¬ 
ciently and keep the heat 
inside and the cold outside, 
here are some pointers 
that will help you keep 
snug: 

• Clean and service your 
furnace and have your 
heating system checked 
out by a qualified HVAC 
professional. 

• If you remember from 
last year that your home is 
cold in certain locations, 
use spray-in insulation 
foam to close any gaps be¬ 
tween the floor and wall, 
for instance, or underneath 


windows. 

• Check outside as well. 
If you have bricks that 
need repointing, or gaps 
between brick and the 
roof, for instance, now is a 
good time to repair cracked 


or missing mortar between 
bricks or to seal any gaps. 
At the same time, check 
any exhaust vents or any 
other “holes” in your wall 
and caulk around them if 
needed. 


• Like a good hat on your 
head, extra insulation in 
the attic can do wonders to 
keep rising heat within the 
confines of your home. 

At the same time, you 
must ensure good ventila¬ 
tion so that air quality is 
not compromised. 

• Inspect all exhaust 
venting, whether it be 
from a stove, a furnace, a 
dryer, a bathroom or a tan¬ 
kless water heater. Remove 
any obstruction, such as 
bird or wasp nests or de¬ 
bris, which can block a 
vent and force exhaust gas¬ 
es back into your home. If 
you have a fireplace, check 
the chimney to make sure 
it’s clear. 



Moisture and wetness in 
your home is a problem 
year-round, but in winter, 
the potential for damage 
increases, especially if it in¬ 
volves water. 

• Before freezing temper¬ 
atures hit, turn off outside 
water, and remove and 
store your garden hose in¬ 
doors.
